‘THE remanded case in which sn unemployed 
scaman named George Cannon was charged with, 
being diunk and begging, and being a rogue ‘and 
vagabond, was on again this moraing at the 
Police Court. This is the man whom Mr. H.W.” 
Davis, of the firm of Linstead and Davis, had to 
send for a constable on the sth inst. to arrest, as 

he refused to leave that gentleman’s office, where a 
he went to beg—Inspector Fleming made en= ‘ 
quiries about him at the U. S. Consulate, and 

was told he was on the books of the Consulate as 

having arrived by the American ship Twilight. 

onthe 27th September last. He received his 
discharge on the 4th October, and the papers were’ + 

then handed'to him. The Inspector said dis- 
charge papers are. never in any case kept at 
the Consulate—On the 8th instant defen- 
dant said he was arrested on the 4th Oc- 
tober for making a false report about the . 
Bolton Abbey. The ense was remanded till sth 
October, and hewas meanwhile detained in gnol. 
The ship was paid off on the 4th October with 
out his knowledge, and he knew nothing of it 
tintil some days after hc had been in gaol when 
one of his shipmates told him he had been paid off, 
He heard nothing more until the 12th December, 
when the Captain brought the moncy due to 
him, $7.78, to the gaol The moncy was Ick | 
with Mr. Hayward, who gave it to him when 
Jeaving the gaol. He asked the Captain if he had: 
brought him his discharge, who replied in the 
negative,and told hin he would get his discharge 
at the Consul’s affice whén he left the gaol. 
He went to the Consulate after’ he came out of 
gaol and asked for his discharge, He saw the 
American Consul, who asked him what ship he 
belonged to, He answered the Twilight. The 
Consul told him he would not give him his ‘dis- 
charge, and sent him away. After that he had 
to go to the Civil Hospital, where he was seven 
weeks, coming out on the 4th March. After he 
had been in hospital about a month he went to 
the Consul again and asked for his discharge., 
The Consul said “1 must see the captain first.” 
The ship was then in harbour, He went back 
to hospital, and since then had heard nothing more 
vaboutit. When his wages were paid he raised an 
objection to a stoppageot $12 on account of cargo* 
being discharged during his absence, Asa matter’ 
‘of fact, foreign seamen arenot employed in thedis+ 
charge of cargo’ from American shipsin Hong- 
kong harbour, but only Chinese, and therefore he 
did not consider the stoppage a fair once. He 
spoke to the Harbour Master about it, but hesaid 
he coutd not do anything, as it was an American : 
ship. Mr. Hayward tnd Inspector Staunton " 
were present when he complained of the 
stoppage to the captain, He was at first 
going to refuse to siga the receipt for $7-50, 
but the captain told’ him that .if he. did not ° 
sign he could charge him another dollar, 
He therefore ‘thought it better to sign, The 
rest of his account was all right, If consideration - 
is shown to him now, he undertakes to get out of.
